Some of the more interesting 
of my early memories are those 
associated ^with the years passed 
ut the seminary as a diviulty stu¬ 
dent. This Prince Edward 
dcTiool of the Prophets has had 
something of u talUmonic influ¬ 
ence upon very much pf my entire 
life’s experiences. 

I ike all other peoplo’s lives 
mine lias been one of unbroken 
continuity. For One’s earlier 
years, like the tiny oak from the 
little acoru, contain all the ele¬ 
ments of future personality. 

Hence early youth is a suscep 
Able and imftarive period; the in 
llucrces exerted upon and training 
of which aie largely determinative 
of individual -character in mature 
age. The first minister I remem¬ 
ber anything about were Revs. 
John Blain ami David II. Cun¬ 
ningham both were among the 
earlier alumni of Union Theologi¬ 
cal Seminary. They met and 
wooed their wives in Prince 
Edward County. To rny boyish 
imagination these Pastors wives 
were as beautiful as angels in 
muslins and merinos contrasted 
with most of the ladies that came 
my way at that early period; to 
pleasant were their voices, so 
gentle and sympathetic their treat¬ 
ment of little boys. 

One of these ladies while vexed 
with the way a neighbor molested 
her chickens that scratched his 
garden said to him by way;of 
remonstrance In intonutions of 
voice soft and gentle as those 
that must have been hoard iu a 
case of unpleasantness that trans¬ 
pired on Mt. lloreb; in the case 
of Moses and Gipparah. “You 
poor old sinner, I am going to 
pray specially for you.” The 
other lady is remembered as be¬ 
ing so very sympathetic towards 
her husband, who whilo acting 
as a man of all work in the garden 
stable, wood pile ahd kitchen, 
along with his ministerial duties 
and sermonic studies would at 
times appear excessively fatigued. 
Tlien.it was her sympathies would 
so overpower her that she would 
say in tremulous dove-like accents, 
My dear husband I am so sorry 
to see you so very tired. Do let 
mo help you to rest.” Overcome 
by her sympathetic impulses plac¬ 
ing herself upon his knee she 
carressingly helped him in resting 
to her fond heart s content. 

The minister more than all 
others that I now recall, who in¬ 
fluenced my youth and early man¬ 
hood was the late Mitchell.Dun¬ 
lop a very enthusiastic alumnus 
of Washington College, Lexing¬ 
ton, Va. and of .our Seminary. 
He revered the memory of his 
college President Henry Ruffner 
and the uames of S. L. Graham, 
Baxter, Wilson and Sampson; 
his seminary professors along 
with many of their contemporaries. 
Then to make a short story briefer 
I came under the all prevading 
influence of the Rev. Dr. Wm. 
S. White, of blessed memory, 
with me, and bj* the time he was 
through with me I Came to regard 
Union Theological Sominary as 
veritably the very gate of heaven 
where heavenly counsels were to 
be heard and “celestial wisdom” 
gained from heavenly minded 
Elders of cur Presbyterial Zion 
seated in that gate with all due 
authority. 

At the virtual sacrifice of a 
competent earthly patrimony I 
hopefully arranged to spend four 
years at college and throe years at 
tbia place of holy privileges the 
seminary. Though nearly fifty 
years ago 1 feel as I write some¬ 
thing of the reverential enthu¬ 
siasm that thrilled me, when tie 
seminary came in view as John 
McGoul and myself the only pas 
aoDgcrs In C'rcoJ lVicc's mail 
hack tamed Into tho avenu j front¬ 
ing the seminary and halted at 
tho main gato. Never had I real- 
tied route gpprnciatively these 
words lhau 1 did at that moment, 
9 / 


“The calm 
sliado 

With prayer anil praise agree. 
And seem by thy sweet bounty 
made 

For those who worship Thee.” 

But this feeling of grateful de¬ 
votion was intensified by what 
occurred to the hack fts it turned 
from leaving us at t! e gatu. 

Tho left rear wheel came off. 
The conveyance careening with u 
heavy thud. The driver but nar¬ 
rowly escaped without breaking 
his neck though in a much -at'or 
position than that just or ujiied 
by bia passengers. Then- wore 
a dozen or more students on the 
stoop to welcome my friend Goul. 
Their greetings were very effusive 
in expressions of pleasure ut see- j 
inff him on his return to the ijoni- 
inary. Among them wore two 
“grave and reverend seniors" 
from Memphis or thereabouts 
who invited us at once t<> their 
•veil and richly furnished -r<», oik* 
occupied by thorn throughout the 
vacation. 

An hour or moro was passed 
in a very enjoyable mutiner. 
There was considerable g >ssi|- 
about other seminaries, (dl.i nbin, 
Danville and Princeton ami some 
speculation respecting, the niot'-.-es 
Virginia and North (.'nroliii i stu¬ 
dents might have in pre/iirriiijr 
anyone of those seminaries to 
ours.
